What is perhaps most 
suggestive in the characters of these men at this time is the wide differences 
between them. There is clearly no prescribed formula for greatness. 
You may be any kind of man and be great if you have iron enough in 


your purpose — student or roysterer, abstainer or drinker of strong waters. 
It may be disconcerting to the moral nature, but there it is.
